It may interest you to know that since Case Opened speared most of 
those who write me make it a point to tell me how old they were when JPK was killed 
and most are about your age. A few had not yet been bom and just about all say they 
loved the man very much© In the same mail with your letter was one from a man who 
even wrote a song about it. H e sent me a cassette of it.And it is a good expression! 

Whet her or not you aro aware of it I thjink you and your heirs should know 
that your set of the 26 volumes is quite valuable and the value will probably in- 
crease. The demandjfor them is so great that the stores specializing in such booi;JL 
long ago stopped adding to their lists of those who want to buy that set. 

Several years ago I gave a second set j bought when theu were first available 
to the local college where all my work and records will be,/|ood u ollege. When 1 sought 
an appraisal the value placed on that new set, still boxed, was Sp,000. Even the 
boxes have a value. The value then placed on them was 1575.00. ^ew sets simply cannot 
be bought and there is a demand for them. 

I have some understanding of the problems of hemophelia. I have be® kept 
alive for 20 years by an anticoagulent. My blood is tested three times a week to 
control the dosage. It is tragic that so many contrated AIDs from transfusions. I 
was tested because after surgery I was given transfusions. I am one of the lucky ones 
who was not given infected blood.

I owe you frankness about what you would want to say if you write a book 
about the assassination# *^du have been misled by the many bad books supposedly on the 
subject. The President had no reason to believe that death was near and rather than 
losing popularity he was gaineng more and zflre popularity. H e had no reason to believe 
that health would end his presidency and the autopsy, poor as it was, reflected that 
he was in good health and condition, well-muscled, etc.And if you knew the established 
facts about the crime, what is not in those 26 volumes, you'd understand that it was 
nb-o likely tliat Onasis or any other - private person was in a position to get done what 
was done from the official evidence itself. 

The President did not send his wife on that visit with ^nasis. Rather he sent 
and ^rs. paoy Roosevelt along to chaperone it. When pictures of J ack±e in a hi ih n-i 
appeared he tried to get her to cut the trip short and come home and she did not. The 
reason Jl'K wanted the bibbketop off was political, so the people could see Jackie 



and him. It was for the same reason tliat he wanted no Secret Service men to block 
the view of them, lie had nothing to do with the motorcycle escort and in fact there 
were $$otwo on each side of him, all four always close and often within touching 
distance where the crowds wei’e thick. 

The story of ySur life, especially about what happened to you and how it 
happened, could be quite interesting to others and could perhaps make a book. It 
could also be useful t<> others and help understanding of the very serious situation® 

If you decide to try that do not be intimidated by the f|t that you are not a writer. 
Just think in terms of telling a story. And instead of writing you can speak it for 
another to write. ■ L f you do tliat you can use a tape recorder. But you should also think 
it through first or make notes so you 11 not forget what you want to say, I'd begin it 
as you do in the second paragraph on the second page of your letter, expanding on it 
with details and an account of your emotions when you learned, and then go back to 
what you think could be mf interest in your 'is? earlier life, witif all the details 
o^ our lives tliat can be amusing or entertaining or informative to others. Include 
those you loved and their emotions and reactions, especially your brother. How you 
egoyed lrife, what you enjoyed, if you liked your job and your prospects in it and 
what it m eant to you. I think it should be as ordinary as possible so that people 
can understand how to them the same; tiling could have happened. Ishu may want to thjnk 
in terms of how many others the same tiling happened to. iou might be able to learn 
that from the^atiemCSS^^^ational Institute of health in Bethesda, ^.ustfor 
from the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta, local medical people should be 
able to ..ell you. I do thityk this^ could be a worthwhile project and tliat aft er you 
get it onto tape you might he able to get someone to do the writing. If you cannot 
locate an agent, which you'd need, you might even ask the woman who is the book- 
review editor ot the San ^ranchico Chronicle if she can refer you to one or to a 
wiiter who /ttight be interested in the story. Sorry, I'Ve forgotten her name but she 
is one oJ. tne hotter ones. -?rom your zip code I take it you are not far away from 
San ranoisco and there are many good writers in tliat area. 


If you decide to do thi3 I encourage you to try to be as natural as you can 
be, to bei yourself as completely as possible, and to get all your emotions and reactions 
recorded. If you can do tliat I think tliat even if you do not succeed in getting a book 
done it will be something your family will like to have.
